I believe it may be useful to examine the Furopean mind as it 
relates to country music, to go back beyond its beginnings and 
examine events that were the roiUs and source of present atli- 
ludesand tastes II may help us understand what thcv are loc>k- 
ing fur. and why they want what Ihcy want 

In the late 19th century a German writer named Karl Mav 
specialized in romantic KH)ks on far-off places Turning to the 
burgeoning American West, with its Lowlx>ys and Indians, he 
created a series ol novels that forever captured the German 
mind May's world was peopled with noble savages, villainous 
trappers and sheriffs and cowboys who w ere recreaiums of the 
old chivalrous knighihiHid of European folkore. 

May's evcKation of the endless prairies teeming with buffalo 
awakened a land hunger in landless Germans, most of whom 
were tenants of noblemen owning huge tracts. Every young 
Cjerman devoured his books, and today ihey survive in a popu- 
lar and endless television scries 

Cicrmany has been w ild w est cra/v for 100 sears. Any Nash- 
ville performer who has worked there is amazed that many in 
Ihc audience troop m dressed in hoots. Stetsons and full west- 
ern regalia, including su-guns Country is part of ihcir beloved 
childho^nl fantasy 

At Ihe end of World War 11 our government set up a series of 
radio stations in Furope to entertain our homesick occupation 



troops. It wjs ihriiugh this medium that country music wax rint 
heard on the Continent Roy Acuff. with 'Great Speckled 
Bird" and "Orange Bk>ssom Special" was heard everywhere.

Stetsons and 
Npangled suits came into vogue.

Anv ratings service will tell you 
that il lakes lime for listeners lo react 
to changes If you make an adjust- 
ment in your music, unless it's dras- 
tic, ii may take four lo si\ months for 
ttie public lo realize ii. and react. 1 
also believe strongly in using the 
newspapers and television lo adver- 
tise any major positive changes or 
promotions If you iinly promote 
things on your own slatum. then you 
won't attract any new listeners: 
they'll never hear it. I also like bill- 
boards, but thev 're illegal here. 

If vou're intending to be a pro- 
gram director, be sure to prepare 
yourself for the job. by learning ev- 
ery aspect of station operations, 
from sales to traJTic to engineering. 
Hang around and observe; ask ques- 
tions, be ihe p d.s assistant, whether 
vou're given the title or not Be there 
to lilc records, type schedules, work 
on promotional ideas. Learn from 
vour p d 's mistakes as well as your 
own. and be sure to remember the 
succevsful actions lor future refer- 
ence Prepare yourself fully. I did. 
lor 15 years. 

Like Ted Turner says you've only 
got three choices: lead, follow, or gel 
out of the way. I chose to lead, and 
I'm loving every minute of iL

Kinks' 'Road' Film Is 
Likely To Please Fans 



LOS ANCiT.LFS-ln icims ol 
marketing and merchandising. 
Time-Lite Videos "One For The 
Rojd" IS as hisiorv making as the 
advcrlisernenls suggest. Those who 
are looking lor something away 
from conventional television siyle 
video, however, may be disap- 
pointed m this 60-minute documen- 
tary ol a Providence Kinks concert 
held earlier this year. 

"One Eor The Road" was shown 
at the Roxy here July 7. which usu- 
ally features live acis. and this is only 
one of the unusual aspects on the 
campaign for the vidcocassclte of 
this Arista acl After Los Angeles, 
the tape was \cree>ied at Ncw' York 
City's Bottom Line and in riKk clubs 
in Boston. Philadelphia. Cleveland. 
Washington. Atlanu. Chicago. Dal- 
las. Houston. St Louis and San 
Francisco .Audiences consist of ra- 
dio contest winners and industry^ 
personnel 

.Also, for this lirst videocassetle to 
be >imultaneouslv released with an 
album ta two-disk set beanng the 
same title), color order forms featur- 
ing live shots of the band are in- 
cluded with each LP. An in-store 
campaign is also being launched for 
the $39 95 videocassette. 

"One For The Road " itself, 
stripped of all the hoopla, is an en- 
lenaining. well made concert docu- 
mentary that catches the excitement 
ol the legendary British band but 
diKsn't pretend lo stretch the lan- 
guage of the medium in any funda- 
mental way Ch^seups and medium 
shol-s tmt.>silN of frontman/wildman 
Ray Davies and guitarist Dave 
Davics) form the bulk of this 13- 
song set. 

Artistic touches, in terms of taking 
(he viewer's attention away from the 
stage, come in small doses Random 
shots of the quintet fooling around 
backstage are interspersed period- 
ically During the ballad "Celluloid 
Heroes." which has as its message 
that evcrvonc is a star, pre-concert 



ltto\agc IS shown ol fans filing mto 
the arena, throwing fnsbees. etc. 
While such an idea may sound hack- 
neyed. It actually works well here. 

Fittingly, during "Where Have 
All The Good Times Gone." scenes 
from the 1960s black-and-white 
"shindig" television show are edited 
in which the current stage show. It 
makes for quite a contrast and a 
good laugh. 

As a diary of an evening's enter- 
tainment. Kinks fans may argue 
with the pacing of "One For The 
Road." With only an hour lo work 
wiih. the makers chose to omit Ra) 
Davics' humorous beiwcen-sung 
patter and many of the slower mo- 
ments of a Kinks show . 

The result ( 1 2 of the compositions 
are nxkers) is that the group u 
shown in too frenetic a light How- 
ever, with the bulk of the 20 songs on 
the LP being uptempo as well, il 
should be noted that this seems to be 
the direction the Kinks are headed, 
anyway 

Audience response to the tape was 
enthusiastic but not overwhelming 
Some seemed disappointed that ihey 
had come out just for an hour's

li remains to be seen whether rock 
fans will buy this slice ol memo- 
rabilia w hen their budgets are being 
slashed to the quick.

Steady Gain Posted By Clubs Spinning Rocic 



NKW YORK White in ihc lu^t 
vcar vinujlly all elcnicnis ol thc mu- 
sic mdusUv have tatcd nIowJowos. 
culbick;. and closings. Ihc rock- 
disa> hvbriil. otlen disdamcU hv 
Suh nxk and disco music puriMs.

While many discos still perMsi in 
feeding iheir clicnicic a slcady dicl 
of the old ihump-lhump. push-push 
music, many othcn> arc turning lo a 
mixlure ol hoi r&h. rock'n rt>ll old- 
ies, old ballads, and new rock lo pro* 
side an cclccUc mix of danccublc 
sounds 

In manv a*spcci.s this is a rclum to 
ihc roots of discos. The early record 
hops, ihc I'lrst discos, were mainK 
r\xk'n"roll. and when the first m»td- 
em discotheques opened in the '60s, 
they. 100. played rock and soul rec- 
ords. 

Bui It is m the pure rock discos of 
the late "70. and now the "SCK thai 
the real musical exciicment ties Be- 
ginning with La Merc Viper in 1977 
in Chicago, and then Hurrah in New 
York the following year, the rock 
disco/rock dance hall phenomenon 
has ^rcad across the country with 
1.500 and 2.000 capacits dance halls 
not uncommon. 

"Il used to be thai I would have to 
go into a cit\ and have to dig out a 
club where I could play my acLs. but 
now they come to me," says Ian 
Copeland. president of Fnmlier 
Boi>king International, which devel- 
oped J circuit i>f clubs, dance halls 
and ruck discos where new wave 
music can be heard live on records 

"The kids want that new wave. 
Our biggest nighLs are the audition 
nights, when the\ don't even know 
who will be playing, but they know 
that It will be new wave." says Pat- 
nek Foster, ow ner of the '80s in New 
York which has booked various 
types of acts. 

In fact the U.S. acceptance of new 
wave (and after three years ii is not 
new an> more) and the growth of 
rock discos has become a symbiotic 
relationship With radio still deathly 
afraid of even the new wave name, 
the only place to hear g(K>d new mu- 
sic IS in the clubs and discos 

Conversely, with traditional rock 
bands frequently locked into for- 
mula or overblown "ss mphonic" 
music, the only danceable alterna- 
tive was. and is. being provided by 
the new underground 

This has worked to the advantage 
of both. Blondie now plays Madison 
Square Garden, the Clash is at least 
f4immcrcia)/y acceptable, and. as an 
indication of what the market is like, 
when the Dr Pepper Festival in 
New York's Central Park was an- 
nounced this summer, with a roster 
of 25 different types of pop acts, the 
first three concerts lo sellout imme- 
diately were by the Pretenders, the 
B-52s and the Talking Heads 

And where two years ago there 
were a small handful of rock discos 
in New York, there are now ahiiut 20 
in the ciiy alone, and more opening 
all the lime. According lo Billboard's 
1980 Disco Source Bmik. of all 
discos now regularly program rock 
music, while another program 
oldies The movement is strongest in 
the big cities. 

Generally, rock discos arc easier 
on the pocketbtxik than traditional 
discos and live concerts and they of- 
fer a variety of entertainment 

"As long as the economy stays bad 
these clubs will flourish." says Jim 
Fourratt, one of the owners of Danc- 
etena, a chic New York rtxk disco. 
"People like lo dance, and beyond 
that we are multilevel here, so there 
IS a choice of video, or pinball. or

The result ol that has been an enlorced switch ol direction 
within the record promotion world of France II switched to 
the discotheques Today, in France, and largely as a result of 
Gely's inspired and energetic operations, the new material, 
the pop novelties, are heard lirsi in the discotheques When 
interest is created at that level, then there's a lair chance the 
product will win air space on radio.

To spread wings at this kind ol international level from 
France needs a solid mix of confidence and sheer hard experi- 
ence. Gerard Gely has both His career so far includes spells 
with majors and with smaller outfits before tie felt the urge to 
move out on his own 

In 1971. Gely was hired by CBS in France to promote 
j various records in the clubs He left after just eight months be- 
( < Huse. he says. "I |usl couldn't stand the pace I had to be out 
all night working in the clubs, pushing the product, and then 
in to work in the morning. I was lucky to get four hours sleep 
a night Obviously I couldn't keep going forever 

"But the work ilsell was tascinating I really enjoyed push 
ing records by international artists like Jams Joplin or Chi 
cago. sometimes concentrating on local matenal by artists 
like Gilbert Monlagne In that summer ol 1 97 1 . I worked flat 
out on "The Fool.' which was the big seasonal hit at that time." 

Today's French discotheque scene is. predictably, confused 
and difficult to break down into a series ol statistics However 
there IS no argument that it remains a growth sector of the 
record industry There are at least 3.600 disco outlets, and 
perhaps the figure is as high as 4.000 It is claimed that a new 
disco club opens up every day ol the year, but there is no ac- 
curate confirmation of how many close down 

Servicing such a large number of clubs is clearly outside the 
scope of most record companies. There were problems of 
cost, manning difficulties, time factors, all added to the day- 
to day corporate promotional activity Some of the companies 
have, admittedly, set up special disco liaison services, but 
what was needed was thai specialist and intimate knowledge 
ol the club scene The kind ol person sought out had to be as 
close to the maior disc-|Ockeys as possible 

It soon became apparent that there were few around who 
could come anywhere near to matching the qualifications of 
Gerard Gely. Following his stmt, short but sharp, with CBS he 
(Oined Disc'AZ. under Paul de Senneville, at a salary roughly 
double what he earned before. 
To meet the discotheque explosion head on. Gely decided to

"Bui Gely was sure it would be a great success and this re 
stored my own confidence, so I took the plunge. And working 
with him, I soon learned that he really does have an uncanny 
gift for picking out what is hot That, in a nutshell is the an 
swer to his success 

"He has a kind of feeling for the people, an affinify with the 
kind ot people who will listen to the disk and then go out and 
buy it It really is of the greatest importance. Gely knows his 
public, and to my mind that is half the battle. ' 

Like many another industry notable. Cerrone indulges m 
trying to predict the future There are doubts and problems. 
For him, the future is very much tied up with the way the disco- 
theque scene goes He says There will be troubles ahead, 
but I m sure it will not be at the expense of discos Not in 
France This means our industry will always have a need for 
Gely's particular gifts 

Cerrone agrees there will be modifications within the disco 
theque business but that the basic essentials will remain "By 
that I mean the music essence of rhythm and beat So long as 
the music remains danceabie. then there will be discotheques 
opening up lor the public to go and dance, have a drink and 
play around These clubs will always need the nghl kind of 
records '

"We agree wholeheartedly with him that discotheques are 
very important to record promotion today Under those cir- 
cumstances, we decided to go tor the best So we run our 
disco service through the Gely organization Promotion in this 
field needs the services of a real specialist. Our decision was 
simple Go for Gely. because he's proved himself the best. ' 

Witold. in common with many others in the French record 
industry, foresees substantial changes within the disco field, 
"We have to keep up with those changes and that s where Ge 
rard Gely comes in again. 

"But the accent will remain on dancing and the t>est music 
to provide that The product played in the discos and dubs 
need not. necessarily, be what is generally known as disco mu- 
sic It could be more in the pure rock n"roll field But it is es- 
senhal that it meets the requirements of the dancing patrons. 

"Therefore, no matter how dramatic the changes may be; 
ttwre will always t>e a need for someone like Gerard Gely. 
Quite honestly. I can only see him becoming more and more 
useful to the record companies.

Gely. IS always on hand to help llesco, whose top success was

Says llesco "This was also an example of Gely's ability to 
pick out the right track. I always take the tapes of new product 
to him It wouldn t be honest to claim he falls for niy material 
every lime Sometimes he says that he s not keen on it him 
self, but it could have real hopes in certain kinds of dubs Gen- 
erally speaking, that is how it works out. 

■| can't be certain |ust how many sizeable successes he's 
engineered lor me but il they add up to less than 80% of the 
total he selects. I'd be very surprised. 

"His contribution to the record business is that he did 
exactly what hdd to be done He turned disco clubs into3 real 
promotion media The word 'discotheque' from now on won't 
be directly related to what we call disco music. 

And I have to say that that could only have been done by a 
man who really knows his |ob "

n Milan. Italy, Goody Music chief Jacques Fred Petrus, of 
French origin though he has been working in the Italian in 
duslry for a decade, is still in constant touch with the 
French music scene and Gerard Gely is among his closest 
friends. 

"Every time a Goody Music record is released in France, I 
ask the record company involved to entrust Gely with the 
disco promotion, because I know his organization will do a 
good |ob 

■As I'm anyway in constant contact with him. I get a conlin 
uous feedback on any promotion move and on consumer re- 
action and disk lockey acceptance " 

Petrus sees Gely as highly effective." He adds: "Besides 
being specialist in the disco scene, he has a remarkably con- 
stant link with the leading disk lockeys In particular he 
worked on our album Fire Night Dance, by the Peter Jacques 
Band, issued by Ariola in France, and his promotional push 
produced quite remarkable results

Puglial. Flarenasch Records has worked with Gerard 
Gely from the start, the links forged back in the days 
Gely was contracted to 
Disc AZ. 

His first success for 
Flarenasch Records 
was a 40.000 seller 
"Have A Cigar," by the 
disco group Rosebud 
Says Pugliat: "His sc 
lections make money 
(or us I reckon we can 
count on him to pull 
out at least a 70% sue 
cess rate. 

"When he started 
on his own. disco was 
strong, lust like its 
basic rhythmic beat 
Radio, what there was 
of It in France, took a 
relatively poor view of 
disco and the music 
did not get a lot of air 
time 

"Gerard Gely really 
took advantage of this 
weakness in the pro 
motional link He saw 
the necessity of giv 

ing discotheques a promotional twist in the tail and he made 
the system work for the first time out. 

"Essentially we work as a partnership with Gely We have to 
work closely, putting our ideas alongside his exf>erience of the 
business. And we're all in for 3 testing lime now. because of 
the move away from the aggressive disco into a newer field. 
Believe it or not, Gely will only choose a slow number after 
testing it out under the discotheque lights, |ust to be sure it 
gives out the right atmosphere He really does know all about 
It. 

"He pushed 'La Neige de Kilimaniaro.' a slow numoer 
which had been written some 15 years earlier. It was difficult 
to see it as even possible to give a new full life to a slowie ot 
that type m a club. But Gely sensed it was right. A few years 
before it would have been impossible. Today Gely knew it was 
possible "

set up his own operation Hoineric, now the Gerard Gely Organ 
Italian He parted company with de Senneville and Disk AZ on 
Itie most amiable ol terms in 1976 The only problems tor 
Gely at that point were entirely financial 

Gely recalls "I didn't have a cent I iust had lailh in what I 
was doing, plus the experience I had acquired and the need 
for working directly with clubs to promote all the records with 
reasonable prospects ol becoming ma|or national successes 

■And I d already started ofl the Hit Parade program on 
Radio Europe No 1 from which the club and disco disk |Ock 
eys could make a selection of their own favorite records 

Gerard Gely's whole concept is based on the premise that 
personal relationships are all important. 

He set up an energetic team of on the road representalives 
First in the field was Lionel Thybaud. and then came Pierre 
Forgacs(also known as "Juiu ), Jean Pierre Pedezert. Olivier 
Choumitzky and Gilles Lablack 

When Gely started visiting the discos and clubs, he (ound 
"most of them were a bit shabby. There seemed to be no such 
animal as a prolessional disk lockey, Mostly «^vat tiapperved 
was that the owner of the club played the records himself. 
Even the waitresses put on records, in between serving up 
trays ol drinks The professional aura that exists today came 
only alter a tong. slow haul 

"The gradually emerging breed of quality disk jockeys 
mostly comprised young men wanting to break eventually 
into the wider regions ol show business I guess few of them 
actually went on to success and mere ambition wasn't enough 
for most But I could see that the majority knew little atxiut 
the business and were in urgent need ol guidance in musical 
terms " 

Which provided precisely the right openings for Gely to 
show off the expertise he'd gained at CBS and Disc AZ 

Simply by being on call to choose the right kind of disks to 
play to customers. Gely started providing a real service His ef 
forts were, he found, appreciated, not resented The up-and- 
coming disk jockeys got the feeling he was somehow helping 
to train them. 

An example, early m his promotional career, gives Gely par 
licular pride It was the Umberto Tozzi single "Ti Amo. ' from 
Italy, eventually to prove a worldwide mullt-million seller. It 
had been sent around to the key French clubs and discos in 
the months of June, making very little impression. 

Gely recalls "I liked the record but when I actually joined 
CBS I had no idea it had already been distributed to the club 
circuit and had little reaction I was handed it in the Scptcm 
ber and picked out certain clubs where I thought Tozzi would 
get a fair hearing 

Those hand picked venues did the trick Audiences went 
lor the single in a big way By the end of November it was top 
of the disco charts and actually sold 1 2 million units in France 
alone," 

From that point on. Gely was wholehearted in his approach 
The disk jockeys had to please their customers, selecting 
wheat from chalf in the weekly release sheets If Gely could 
help them do that, then confidence was built. A Gely selection 
has become a kind ol hallmark within the disco industry 
Disco action leads to radio exposure and so to major sates 

In basic terms, the Gerard Gely aim is to get 50% ol the rec 
ords he promotes into the French top 10 "I'd much prefer 
80°o, ol course ' he says And in fact he has sometimes hit 
that 80% success ratio 

But against that is the essential contusion surrounding the 
French chart situation. Charts in France are different, they 
don't reflect exactly whal charts in other territories reflect 
The national chart was originally run by the Syndical National 
de I'Edition Phonographique & Audio Visuelle. the French in- 
dustry watch dog organization But it was scrapped because it 
was not considered to reflect accurately what was going on at 
sales level 

In fact, the syndicate tried many systems over the years, 
ending with the employment ol a speciaiisl marketing agency 
pledged to get accurate statistics into the chart. But the cost 
was prohibitive, so that ended, too 

To some extent. Gely has benclilted Irom this situation. For 
a start, his success IS reflected in theclub chart, compiled with 
the aid ol disk lockeys who know at firsthand which records 
are most in demand. And there are supplementary charts, 
drawn up by Radio Luxembourg and by Radio Europe No 1. 
and these also make their contributions to showing what is 
selling at national level in France 

Additionally, some ol the consumer magazines draw up 
charls using whatever checks they think, at editorial level, are 
most satisfactory 

Gely's job is to get representation in those charts It is quite 
a contusing task But he seems to thrive on the contusion 

Gely has his own varied favorites when it comes to promo 
tional activity Cerronc. loHowmg thai initial success, is ob 
viously high on the list 

In fact, it was Gerard Gely who introduced Ccrrone to WEA 
in France, via Bernard de Bosson The breakthrough action 
centered on ' Love In C Minor, which Cerrone had wnlten 
and which he was convinced could become a big seller it only 
someone wouW g™* i' chance Hed already shopped 
around major record companies and been somewhat hurt at 
the lack ol interest. 

Yet Gerard Gely's "trusty" ears latched onto it right away 
Just on a hunch. Cerrone went to London and had several 
thousand copies of the single pressed up and then Gely 
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started an independent promotion campaign. In the end. 
WEA took it up and il went on to sell three million units world 
wide 

On the record company side, his clients include Vogue, Car 
rere. Eurodisc. Arista, RCA. WEA. CBS and Pathe. 

Today he concentrates on a circuit of around 600 of the 
French discotheques and invites record companies to send 
him all disco oriented releases Then he picks out those he 
regards as having the greatest hit potential and offers to pro 
mote them. 

His tees are standard. It costs the record company $2,000 
lor a standard single: $2,400 for a 12 inch single; and $2,600 
lor an album The record company concerned then ships him 
600 copies of the selected releases for distribution to his 
"disco panel" 

In Pans, the records are distributed personally to the clubs 
by Gely s representatives And under the terms ol his contract 
with the record companies, the Gely Organization is granted 
exclusive rights for a period of one month Says Gely: "II the 
disks become hits in the clubs m that time, they are picked up 
by the radio and get good airplay This in turn, ol course, leads 
to big national sales prospects ' 

Examples of his skilled selection have been many this year 
alone 10 of his "picks' m the Radio Luxembourg chart of 
March 30 and nine in the Europe No 1 chart the following 
week 

He remains highly selective about the product on which he 
will work— despite many producers tieating on his door want 
ing him to take on a new release 

He says firmly: "I won t accept every offer and I won't do it 
for the money either I first of all listen to the recording ol 
lered II I like it. I call in my colleagues. If the tinal decision is 
unanimous, we go ahead 

"Sometimes we may lake on some new style of music that 
other people have flatly refused I'll honestly admit that we've 
had a lew flops on our hands but that happens to everybody. 
It's impossible to be right all the time."

Guinea Biuju and Guinea Co- 
nakr> are abo strongly reliant upon 
a barter system across their borders 
for the few records that they require 
The obstacles to trade arc great, it's 
little wonder, therefore, that piracy 
IS rampant. 

The ambition of the largest dealer 
m the Gambia is to purchase a 
sound system and duplicate his rec- 
ords onto cassette to great financial 
advantage.

The second problem is squarely in 
Ihe laps of the record companies 
themselves, and. indeed. s*tme have 
alrcadv taken steps to right the situ- 
ation. 

The return to rock and the emer- 
gence of Ihe "new wave" as a posi- 
tive selling concept for the devel- 
oped markets of Europe, the L' S . 
Japan and soon, has meant a lack ol 
Ihe more rhythmic and danceable 
songs that disco represented 

As a result. African countnes- 
parlicularlv those in West Africa - 
are now kntking to themselves and 
their neighbi^rs for the music they 
require.

"We're also trying to avoid a situ- 
ation." Cohen explains, "wherebs a 
manulaclurer may come to a mer- 
chandiser to inform him he's carry- 
ing counterfeit recordings and the 
merchandisers counters with, "Prt»\e 
It to me ' Merchandisers want li> he 
insoKed in the selection process not 
lo keep counterfeits in. hut lo keep 
(hem out " 

Cohen's own personal prclcrence 
Is "ideally, a label-base system with- 
out Ihc use of computers and scan- 
ners II would involve something on 
Ihe iHder of something one can do. 
bul most hkels won t like money or 
posiage stamps It would be a ease of 
lij\ing Ihe gosernmeni on your 
side " 

As for the memorandum fr^tm 
Charles Rullenberg, NARM's coun- 
sel. Ct»hcn views II as a "positive 
stalemenf ' on how N ARM members 
can "eihibit reasonable care in ac- 
tjuinng product" and "exert as 
much internal control procedures as 
they can " Much of the dtKumeni. 
Cohen adds, is a result of a survey of 
NARM members 

The following is the section en- 
titled "Steps Merchandisers Can 
Take T»i Combat Counierlciling " 

• Merchandisers should ad<.tpt a 
firm policy againsi dealing in coun 
terleit recordings The policy should 
he set lorlh in writing and given to 
all employes The policy should in- 
clude mandatory disciplinary action 
against any employe found lo liave 
knowinglv or negligeniK dealt in 
c>>unierfeit recordings 



• Ihe p»iIkv should be tommu- 
nicalcd to all employes on a regular 
basis Employes should also be thor- 
oughly educated as to ihe statutes 
and penalties applicable lo pcrsi>ns 
who deal in counlerleil recordings 
and should be instructed in methi.>ds 
for determining whether a recording 
IS a counterfeit 

• Lmployes should also be in- 
siructed lo report any suspicious 
transactions or merchandise lo an 
appropriate oll'icer. merchandisers 
mighl c*onsider offering rewards lor 
emploNcs who make such reports 

• Merchandise should only be 
purchased from a legiliniate manu- 
facturer ttr from an auihctn/ed tir 
oihePAise reputable distributor Un- 
der no circumstances should rt*cord- 
ings be purchased from a person 
w ithitui an established place of busi- 
ness. Irom an unmarked san or from 
J person not known to be a legili- 
niate manufacturer or distributor 
Management should take appro- 
priate steps lo insure that employes 
responsible for purchasing under- 
stand and siric'ity comply with ihcse 
guidelines 

• Further investigalion is re- 
quired whenever merchandise is of- 
fered at an unusually low price i>r 
whenever other terms of sale or cir- 
cumstances indicate that the mer- 
chandise may be citunterl'eil 

• I urlher investigation also i\ 
called for whenever merchandise is 
olTered al an unusually low' price vf 
whenever other terms of sale or cir- 
cumstances indicate that the mer- 
chandise may be counterfeit 

• I urther invesugalion also is 
called for whenever merchandise 
deviates from the normal quality 
standards ot legitimate manufac- 
lurers The follow ing may he indica- 
tive tif a counterfeit rcLording 

a) Blurred or smudged printing on 
jackets, sleeves, slicks and labels. 

b( Pottr reprcnluction of the origi- 
nal colors in the art wurk and photo- 
graphs. 

c) Improper affixation of labels 
and slickers. 

d) With respect to tapes, a brand 
of plasiic cartridge other than that 
normally used hv the authorized 
manufacturer, and e> Dilferent seal 
(olds resulting from the counter- 
feiter's use of a shrink-wrapping 
method other than that used by the 
authorized manufacturer. 

• Further investigation should 
.iK.> be nude whenever a merchan- 



diser IS olfeied a substantial quan- 
tity of a record w hich is known lo be 
out of print 

• Where an investigation is 
called for. this should include con- 
tacting the authorized manufacturer 
i>t the .Aniipiracs Intelligence Bu- 
reau (ftOO-223-232a). which is oper- 
ated b\ the Recording Industry 
Assn ttf America with the coopera- 
tion of NARM If doubts as lo the Ic- 
gilimacy of Ihe recordings arc not rc- 
siilved by the invesligatiun. the 
merchandise should not be pur- 
chased 

• Management should engage in 
appropriate policing activities to in- 
sure ihal all employes follow the 
company'scounterfeiting policy and 
procedures. Disciplinary action 
should he taken against any em- 
ploye who fails to comply 

• Distribulopt should establish a 
surveillance program with respect to 
returned rciords and lapes because 
CitunterfeiLscan be inserted al Ihc re- 
tailer level and work back up the 
chain of distribution 

• Because mere pt»sscssion of 
counierfcil rec4trdings. wilh no 
knowledge of their illegality can re- 
sult in civil liabililv and forfeiture of 
merchandise, merchandisers nuy 
wish to seek indemnification from 
their supplier\ 

• Such an agreement would in- 
clude ihe supplier's guarantee Ihat 
the merchandise is not counterfeit 
and obligate the supplier lo reim- 
burse Ihc merchandiser for civ il pen- 
alties, forfeited merchandise and le- 
gal expenses which arise if anv of Ihe 
merchandise is determined to be 
counlerleil. 

• Merchandisers who decide lo 
seek identification from their sup- 
pliers should mainiain adequate 
recordkeeping so that thcv can tden- 
lify Ihe suppliers from whic ctiunter- 
Icit merchandise was obiained (.A 
model indemnity form is attached lo 
the memt>randum ) 

The memorandum concludes with 
the following declaration. "Under 
present circumstances there is prob- 
ably no way for a distributor or re- 
tailer to fullv insure that counierfeil 
recordings w ilt not come inu» its pi^s- 
session. However, by adopting a 
program such as is outlined above, 
merchandisers can probably elimi- 
nate Iheir exposure to cnminal lia- 
bilitv and substanlially reduce Iheir 
»»vcrall exposure lo counlcrfciiing*'

"Any producer can call up Henry 
Manemi or John Williams." he says, 
"but nol ever> picture has j S20.S30 
million budget I have the ability lo 
find the nol-s4>-well-know'n talent. A 
producer may have u specific persctn 
in mind for the soundtrack, bul I can 
present him with alternatives who 
might be jusi as gtmd or better for 
Ihe picture." 

The increase in recordmg artists 
scvrmg motion pictures is another 
factor making Franco's services 
more valuable, he says, 

"They've never worked in a movie 
studio. They need to be guided 
along " 

Franco charges a flat fee for his 
^eIVlCc•s as music supervisttr depend- 
ing v>n w hat stage of Ihc production 
he's brought in 

"Somelimcs I'm in right from the 
beginning, sometimes Ihey already 
have a composer lined up The fee 
also vanes depending on the pic- 
ture's lotal budget If a producer 
wants lu spt-nd S5().l)00 for music I'll 
set up a S50.0l)0 package."

Bergman savs the industry must 
be mi>re involved in "hearing" acLs 
on the basis of their song strength, 
rather lhan placing too much em- 
phasis on "frantic live shows "

I he sates ol these acts plu« those 
of such consistent sellers as Bob Sc- 
ger and Billy Joel, among others, 
means lo Bergman lhal recordings

Appointed last December by Syl- 
vester Murray, city manager, follow- 
ing a Who concert at the Cincinnati 
Riverfront Cohseum in which II 
persons were killed and many in- 
jured, the task force made speciHc 
recommendations for effective 
crowd management, seating, citv 
policy on police services, archi 
lectural planning and design and 
emergency medical and ambulance 
servicx's. 

The nrport coniains a chapter on 
successful crowd management tech- 
niques used m facilities in other 
cities, new recommendali<ms for 
existing and proposed laws and 
guidelines for crowd management 
and a 78 page appendix devoted to 
task force corrcspi^ndcncc and refer- 
ence materials used in the compila- 
tion of the report 

The nine-member task force also 
recommends that Ihe International 
Avsn of Auditorium Managers de- 
\ek>p national cr*>wd management

They also conferred with faciltiv 
operators, promoters, performer-*, 
law enforcement oiricials and secu- 
rity personnel throughout the coun- 
try. 

Paul Wcrtheimer. task force chief 
of staff, says. "This is just the finil 
step and not a Jefinitive report on 
crowd management " He hopes, 
however, that the task force's find- 
ings "will sers e as a push lo gel more 
research started in ihe areas of pub- 
lic safets and crowd management.**
